Hereas {everall printed Papers have been ſcattered up and down 

the Cities of Loadoy, and Weſtmin#er, and in many conſiderable 

Townes and places in Exgland and Scotland, intimating, thar if 
any perſons ſend their Letters by the Old Poſt, they will have a free and ſafc 
going and coming, bur ifthey ſend by the New Undettakers , their paſſage 
will be interrupted, which we cannot bur look upon ab a Deſign on purpoſe 
to deter all perſons from bringing their Letters to us, which Defign we per- 
ceive is ſtill carried on, as appears by a bufic Pamphlereer in his laſt weekly 
book of ſevcrall Proceedings, in which the faid Paper is recited, as if the 
State had allowed thereof. And though divers perſons imployed by us in 
che carriage of our Mayle, have of late under falſe colours and pretences 
| been much affronted and interrupted by ſome malitious Poſt- Maſters and 0- 
thers, ating only upon the account of Self-intercſt, yer againſt them we are 
(upon good advice) proceeding by ſevcrall A&ions and Indiftments , and 
doubt not of Juſtice and reparation, according to due courſe of Law , 
all ſuch interruprion being contrary to the Law of the Land: 

And whereas we have hitherto gone on, and reſolve ſtill ro proceed in the 
management of our honeſt and juſt undereaking ( which hath already been ſo 
ſerviceable to this Nation) ina legall and warrantable way : Now for the 
furure prevention of abuſes and affronts co thoſe perſons tha ſhall be im- 
ployed by us, and ro the end the people of this Nation may not be deccived 
by thoſe falſe ſuggeſtions and pretences, which hicherro have been publiſh- 
ed only to delud= them and abuſe us; We whoſe natnes are hereunto ſub- 
ſcribed, being the firſt Undertakers for the ſpeedy conveyance of Letters at 
half the Rates to ſeverall parts of England and Scotland , do hereby declare 
to all Gentlemen, Merchants, and other perſons wharſocycr, that we do in- 
tend reſolvedly (by the help of God) to continue the management of this 
our undertaking, and forthe further accommodation of all men of bufineſle; 
and for improvement of Trade, to catry to places not formerly ſupplied, 
with the like conveyance; as alſo to add one boy more weckly for che ſcnd- 
ing out of Letters, (har isro ſay) Therſdates as well as Tweſdates and Satur- 
Aaies, and to have returns anſwerably , the firſt Th»rſday to begin the 28. of 
this preſent April, and the ſame places of receipt to continue as formerly, we 
having received much incoutagement by ingenuous and publike minded peo- 
ple, and no diſcouragerventar all from Supreme Authority , nor can it rati- 
onally be imagiried, that eyer they will countcaance the Diſturbers of fo pub- 
like and bencficiall an undertaking.
